stinging sarcasm he showed them that 
they were not being tried as evil do- 
ers, but for doiog good to the helples? 
and needy man. He showed the ab- 
surdity of dealing with men as crim- 
inals who had merely relieved the suf- 
fering and helpless man from distress 
—thus the rulers \vere placed in at 
most ridiculous and embarrassing po- 
sition. Since they could not deny the 
miracle, Peter boldly declared, "Be 
it known unto you all, and to all the 
people of Israel, that by the name of 
Jesus Christ of Nazareth, whom ye 
crucified, whom (-tod raised from the 
dead, even by him doth this man stand 
before you whole. This is the stone 
which was set at naught by yon. build- 
ers, which is become the head of the 
corner. 
Neither is there salvation 


in any other form; for there is none 
other name under heaven given among; 
men whereby ye must be saved." 


III. The Impression Upon the San- 


hedrin (vv. 13-22). 


1. They marvelled (v. 13). The fact 


that the apostles spoke so boldly, be- 
ing unlearned men, caused them to 
marvel. They saw that the behavior 
and words of Peter were as unusual 
as the miracle. 


2. They took knowledge that they 


had been with Jesus (v. 13). 
They 


saw that though they had killed Jesus,, 
his Hie and work were being repro- 
duced in his disciples.

Peter, who shortly 


before this quailed before a Jewish 
maid, was now bold before the most, 
august assembly of the Jews.

Opens a man's lips. 
What the heart 


feels, the mouth must speak out. 


3. The judges commanded them not 


to speak in Christ's name (v. IS). 
They could not deny the miracle nor 
gainsay the accusation which Peter 
brought against them, so they attempt- 
ed to intimidate them. 


4. Peter and John's reply (w. 19. 


20). They expressed their determine 
tion to disobey their instructors—they 
openly defied the Sanhedrin. "Whether 
it be right in the sight of God to 
hearken unto you more than unto God. 
judge ye; for we cannot speak the 
things which we have seen 
and 


heard." By this declaration they re- 
pudiated the authority of the rulerp 
of Israel and set the chuweh in a place 
of 
independence 
from 
the Jewish 


state. 


5. Their release (v. 21).

It is stated that some of the 
Cuban crop of sugar remains avail- 
able w'hich can be purchased by the 
board 
ythough at the 
exceedingly 


high price of 13% cents a pound. As- 
surance is given that by exercising 
its authority the board will be able 
greatly to relieve the existing situa- 
tion and 
keep retail prices 
from 


mounting far beyond 'their present 
level. 


Probably nothing is to be gained 


now by reflecting upon the failure 
of this government to buy up the 
1920 
-Cuban sugar 
crop last 
fall 


when it was to be had at 5% cents a 
pound. Warned on all sides by those 
informed that 
there would 
be a 


shortage in the world crop of two 
million tons and urged to Lake steps 
to protect the interests of the Ameri- 
can public, the government did noth- 
ing. Foreign purchasers stepped in 
and bought a large portion of the Cu- 
ban crop, and the result in the Unit- 
ed States has been exorbitant retail 
prices ,and inability to get sugar at 
all. There is no denying that some- 
language is aptly described as "a 
bonehead play." 


But the question now is how the 


existing situation can be met and 
solved. Reasonable prices for sugar 
are now out of consideration, but if 
the sugar 
equalization board 
can 


place a 
limit upon them 
to keep 


them from soaring still higher and 
through an efficient system of dis- 
tribution arrange for an adequate 
supply of sugar for all parts of the 
country, it will justify its retention 
in office. Bedford County hopes next 
year there will be a keener interest 
in looking out for the public.

ated. it is desirable to have in mind 
the main events leading up to the 
time of our entry into the war. 


1914—Although the German drive 


of 1914 had failed in its immediate 
purpose, yet her armies had made 
very important gams, German forces 
were in complete possession of Bel- 
gium and occupied nch industrial re- 
gions of northern France embracing 
one fourteenth of her population and 
about three-fourths of her coal and 
iron. 
The German arm.es held a 


strongly fortmed 
line 46S miles in 


length 
stretching 
from 
the 
Swiss 


border to Nieuport on the English 
channel; her troops w ere within forty- 
eight miles of Paris and the initiative 
remained in German hands. 


In the east the rapidity of the Rus- 


sian 
mobilization forced 
Germany, 


even before the battle of Marne to 
send troops to that frontier, but the 
close of 1914 found the Russian arm- 
ies ejected from East Prussia and 
driven back OB Warsaw. 


The entry of Turkey Into the war, 


because of the moral effect upon the 
Moslem world and the Immediate con- 
stant threat created against allied 
communications with the Far East, 
Jed to an effort by the allies In the 
direction of the Dardanelles. 


Allies Helped by Italy. 


1915—Italy Joined the allies In May 


and gaye their cause new strength, 
but the effect was more or less offset 
when Bulgaria entered on the side of 
the central powers. 


The threatening situation on the 


Russian front and In the Balkans was 
still such that Germany was compelled 
to exert an Immediate offensive effort 
in those directions and to maintain 
only a defensive attitude on the west- 
ern front. German arms achieved a 
striking series of successes In the vicin- 
ity of the 
Mazurian 
lakes and Jn 


Galicia, capturing Warsaw, Brest-Li- 
tovsk and Vilna. The central powers 
overran Serbia and Montenegro. Mean- 
while the Italian armies forced Aus- 
tria to use approximately one-half her 
strength against them. 


In the west the French and Brit- 


ish launched offensives wInch cost the 
German aimies considerable loss; but 
the objectives were limited and the 
effect was local The Dardanelles ex- 
pedition, having failed in its mission, 
was withdi aw n in .Tanuaij 
In Meso- 


potamia the allied opi i arums had not 
been successful 
Mt hough the British 


fleet had established its superiority on

Russia Still Powerful. 


1916—Germany no doubt believed

During three 
years Germany had seen practically all 
her offensives except Verdun crowned 
with success.

held on foreign soil and she had with-

Finan- 
cial problems of the allies were diffi- 
cult, supplies were becoming exhaust- 
ed and their armies had suffered tre- 
mendous losses. 
Discouragement ex- 


isted not only among the civil popula- I 
tion but throughout the armies as well. | 


Such was the allied morale that, j 


although their superiority on the west- 
ern front during the last half of 1916 
and during 1917 amounted to 20 per 
cent, only local attacks could be under- 
taken, and their effect proved wholly 
Insufficient against the German de- 
fense. Allied resources in man power 
at home were low and there was little 
prospect of materially Increasing their 
armed strength, even in the face of the 
probability of having practically the 
whole military strength «f the Central 
Powers against them In the spring of 
1918. 


This was the state of affairs that ex- 


isted when we entered the war. While 
our action gave the allies much encour- 
agement, yet this was temporary, and 
a review of conditions made It appar- 
ent that America must make a supreme 
material effort as soon as possible. 
After duly considering the tonnage pos- 
sibilities I cabled the following to 
Washington on July 6, 1917: 


"Plans should contemplate sending 


over at least 1,000,000 men by next 
May." A general organization project, 
covering as far as possible the person- 
Del of all combat, staff and adminis- 
trative units, was forwarded to Wash- 
ington on July 11. 
In this I stated: 


Needed 1,000,000 Men. 


"It is evident that a force of about 


1.000,000 is rhe smallest unit which in 
modern w 11 will he a complete, well 
balanced and independent (milting or- 
ganization 
However,

menaced central France, protected th« 
most exposed portion of the German 


• me of communications, that between 
.•letz and Sedan, and covered tht 
liney iron region, from which the en- 
emy obtained the greater part of the 
iron required for munitions and ma- 
terial 
The coal fields east of Metz 


were also covered by these same de- 
fen^es. 
A dc-ep advance east of Metz, 


or the capture of the Briey region, by 
threatening the invasion of rich Ger- 
man territory in the Moselle valley 
and the Saar basin, thus curtailing 
tier supply of coal or Iron, would have 
a decisive effect in forcing a with- 
drawal of German troops from north- 
ern France. 
The military and eco- 


nomic situation of the enemy, there- 
fore, indicated Lorraine as the field 
promising the most fruitful results for 
the employment of our armies. 


The complexity of trench life had 


enormously increased the tonnage of 
supplies required by troops. 
Not only 


was it a question of providing food, 
but enormous quantities of munitions 
and material were needed. 
Dpon the 


railroads of France fell the burden of 
meeting the heavy demands of the 
3,500.000 allied combatants then en- 
gaged. If the American army was to 
have an independent and flexible sys- 
tem it could not us« the lines behind 
the British-Belgium front nor those 
in rear of the French front covering 
Paris. 


Chose the Southern Ports, 


The problem confronting the Amer- 


ican expeditionary forces was then to 
superimpose its rail communications 
on those of France where there would 
be the least possible disturbance to 
the arteries of supply of the two great 
allied armies already in the field. The 
lines selected, therefore, were those 
leading from the comparatively un- 
used South Atlantic ports of France 
to the northeast, where it was believ- 
ed the American armies could be em- 
ployed to the best advantage. 


For all practical purposes the Amer- 


ican expeditionary forces were based 
on the American continent. Three thou- 
sand miles of ocean to cross, with the 
growing submarine menace confront- 
ing us, the quantity of ship tonnage 
that would be available 
then un- 


known, and a line of communications 
by land 400 miles long from French 
poits> to our probable front presented 
difficulties that seemed almost insur- 
mountable as compared with those of 
our allies. 


In providing for the storage and dis- 


tribution of reserve supplies an al- 
lowance of 45 days in the base sec- 
tions w as planned, with 30 days in the 
intermediate section, and 15 days in 
the advance section. 
After the safe- 


ty of our sea transport was practical- 
ly assured, this was reduced to a total 
of 45 days, distributed proportionate- 
y 
When the armistice was signed all 


projects for construction had been 
completed and supplies were on hand 
to meet the needs of 2,000 000 men, 
while further plans for necessary con- 
struction and for the supply of an ad- 
ditional 2,000,000 
vyere well under 


way. 


Our Own Fighting Doctrine. 


A similar scheme was adopted In 


August, 1917, for our armies, in which 
the importance of teaching 
through- 


out our forces a sound fighting doc- 
trine of our own was emphasized. It 
provided for troop training In all units 
up to Include divisions. Corps cen- 
ters of Instruction for noncommission- 
ed officers and unit commanders of 
all arms were established. The army 
and corps schools graduated 21,330 
noncommissioned officers and 13.916 
officers. 


Pending the organization and devel- 


opment of our own schools, a large 
number of our officers were sent to 
centers of instruction of the allied 
armies. 
The training of our earlier 


divisions was begun in clo?e associ- 
ation with the French divisions, under 
conditions set forth In the following 
paragraph on divisional training: 


"Trench 
warfare naturally

My conclusion was

the morale of the Herman people ana 
of the armies was fetter than it had.

for open warfare and concentrating.

for open warfare, there was every rea- 
son why we could not allow them to be- 
scattered among our allies, even by (li-- 
visions, much less as replacements, ex- 
cept by pressure of sheer necessity..
